It is pleasing to note that such 
comparatively large sums will be 
expended in public works and im- 
provements. Every person must 
appreciate and be vrateful for the

Already in competition with exhibits at 
the World's Columbian Exhibition held in 
Chicago last year, and again at the recently 
closed Mid-Winter Fairat San Fraucises, 
producers of the Territories have achieved 
signal victories over competitors in cereals, 
minetala, grasses, educational apparatus, 
and specimens of the physical character and 
netural resources of the North-West. 

The mid-sammer fair held at Calgary last 
month furnished an object lesson tor those 
desiriug to teat the pastoral resonrces and 
agricultural capabilities of Sonthern Alberta. 
Having bad the honor of opening the exhi- 
bition, I was greatly impressed with the 
development of varions industries, including 
‘lairy products, ranche stock, and artizan 
labor. Chtoreseen cirenmatances prevented 
my acceptance of an invitation to attend the 
W inuipeg mid-summer exhibition : but this 
Assembty willbe glad to know that the 
progressive spirit of the western producer 
was noticeable in every department, 

During the past year, although not na- 
ticeably large in onombers, —immigranta 
settling in the Territories have been of a 
very desirable class, 

Reports from the mines now in active | 
working order at Estevan, Lethbridge and 
Arthracite, show an important increase in 
the general outpnt; large contracts having 
heen made for this year’s delivery. 

This Assembly will no doubt take cogni- 
zance of the rapid and dangerous increase 
in noxious weeds throughout seme portions 
of the Verritories ; tumble weed is reported 
as doing much damage aud there is now 
every danger of a growth known as Kussian 
thistle being added to the list, it having 
already made its appearance in the Pro- 
vince of Manitoba. 

The question of irrigation absorbed much 
time and attention at the recent session of 
Parliament at Ottawa, and a general enact- 
meut dealing therewith has now Decome 
law. The subject is one of paramount im- 
portance to the toilervin many portions of 
the Tertvitories, more particularly as the 
experiments already tried in sections of 
Alberta have afforded every satisfaction. 

The announcement that oil-boring tests, 
under the supervision of De. Selwyn of the 
Geographical Department, would be made 
in Athabasca this summee will net uanatu- 
rally create much satisfaction, and be 
watcherl with earnest interest. Should 
these tests result in the discozery of petro- 
leum beds, the thriving town of Edmonton 
might naturally anticipate becoming the 
centre of vast oil-refining industries, while 
the markets of British Columbia, California, 
Japan and China woul! doubtless prove 
remunerative centres of trade for that 
product.

Secretary's Report on the Work Ac- 
complished During the Year—Green- 
way Speaks on Agricultural Topics.

One of the most impor- 
tant things that has ever taken place dur- 
ing the year was our interview with the 
finance minister, which though it has had 
no very beneficial results, still I believe 
the minister was pleased with his inter- 
views with the Manitoba farmers. In 
freight rates we tried for a reduction but 
with no material results. In regard to 
discriminating freight rates we laid our 
petition before the minister of justice. 
We were asked to send a committee down 
to appear before the privy council. This 
could not be done owing to the cost, but 
we asked that the enquiry should ba held 
in this province. This has been promised 
by Sir John Thompson. The manner in 
which the local government has treated 
us has been most kind and courteous. They 
have done a great good in their action re 
noxious weeds, The essays asked for by 
the local government have been published 
and they are remarkably good; every 
farmer should read them. In the last two 
months the action of the Dominion and 
local governments have sent out travel- 
ling dairies to teach the best methods of 
dairying, and it gives great satisfaction 
to our population to see the friendly inter- 
est they takeinthem. If the government 
would spend the money thrown away on 
immigration agents and immigration 
pamphlets, in establishing dairies in a 
few places in the province. they would do 
more for immigration than anything that 
has been done for years. In regard to 
teaching agriculture in our schools, [am 
glad to say it will be done. I think if we 
could, it would bea good thing to have 
superintendents of institutes appointed so 
that they could lecture and keep the far- 
mers stirred up. A gentlemen who car- 
ried great weight with our farmers was

This committee has had four regular 
meetings in the year. At the last annual 
mecting many matters were referred to 
your executive and received prompt at- 
tention. The following were among the 
principal ones: Dominion Government 
were asked to give equal repr sentation 
on the #rain boards. five names were sub- 
mitted, two appointed. Reduced freight 
rates were asked for and were granted a 
slight reduction. The Dominion govern- 
ment were asked to deepen canals: this 
communication was simply an election 
dodge, and poor encouragement giyen. 
The government was asked to adopt a 
tariff for revenue only; a committee of 
ten were appointed to waiton the minister 
of finance on the occasion of his visit to 
Brandon; seven other places were named 
and the minister asked to give these places 
a hearing, the result was the minister 
gave very short notice of his visit. and 
though the directors met him in Brandon 
they arrived at no beneficial conclusion. 
A petition to abolish combines was sent 
to the minister and acknowledged. A 
petition in regard to discriminating 
freight rates was sent to the minister of 
justice and by him handed to the railway 
committee of the privy council: your ex- 
ecutive was notified to appear before the 
privy council, but owing to the expense 

decided to decline; vour committee asked, 
however. that the enquiry should be made 
in this province, and it is satisfactory to 
state that Sir John Thompson has promis- 
ed that it shall be held here. . A vetition 
re changes of date of annual meeting from 
June to December, was sent to the mini- 
ster of agriculture, Wiginipeg, out owing 
to circumstances yoxr directors asked 
that it be laid over fora year. A rcturn 
re noxious weeds was sent in also one fer 
increased grant to Central Institute. The 
latter was granted. The resolutions re 
immigration were sent to the respective 
ministers in Ottawa and Winnipeg. The 
resolutions asking that agriculture be in- 
troduced into the public schools were sent 
to the local government and your execu- 
tive has followed up the resolutions by 
urging its importance upon the advisory 
board of education. The board has re- 
solved to introduce the subject in the 
schools. Upon the invitation of the at- 
torney-general we were asked to confer 
with the government re exemptions. On 
January 17th we met and carefully .con- 
sidered the subject. The directors, in 
connection with the Wawanesa institute. 
presented their views to the government. 
At this|\ interview the government 
was asked to give legislation to 
secure threshers pay for their work; also 
to send a travelling dairy. which has been 
dene. When animals were destroyed on 
account of the Contagious Disease act, the 
government was urged to pay half the 
loss. Lecturers have been sent to ali in- 
stitutes at least once during the year. 
Eleven new institutes have been organ- 
ized. The travelling dairy will visit all 
institutes and much interest is taken in 
the work. The work of the institutes as 
a whole, considering these hard times, has 
resulted satisfactorily. In conclusion, I 
desire to'make special mention of Mr. 
Bedford's services, and to hope that dur- 
ing the winter months some arrangement 
may be made so that more of his time 
may be given to addressing local insti-

YANKEES WITH CHINESE. 


The United States Reprimands Japan for 
Waging War. 

The New York Sun’s Washington cor- 
respondent telegraphs that he has learned 
that the Chinese minister, who has been 
in frequent consultation of late with thie 
secretary of state regarding the strained 
relations existing vetween Japan and 
Corea. has finally induced the secretary to 
send an official cable dispatch to. the 
Japanese government expressing the dis- 
satisfaction of the United States with the. 
policy) which Japan has been following to- 
wards Corea. and closing with these im- 
portant words; ‘‘The United States views 
with regret the levying of unjust war by 
Japan upon a weak and defenceless nation 
like Corea.’ The Japanese government 
has made no reply. At the Japanese lega- 
tion the officials profess to know nothing 
whatever about the belligerent message, 
and express a grave doubt as to the ac- 
curacy of the story. They declare their 
confidence in, and their esteem for the 
secretary of state, and say that he has 
always treated them with the greatest 
courtesy andattention. If any such com- 
munication has been sent to their govern- 
ment they think it must have been trans- 
mitted through Mr. Dunn, the United 
States minister to Tokio. The correspon- 
dent says: There is no doubt about the 
existence of the cable dispatch. Secre- 
tary Gresham has shown a copy of it to | 
Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British am- 
bassador. The Chinese and Corean. lega- 
tions have copies of it, and the fact of its 
existence is known to several members of 
the senate and house committee on foreign 
relations. The dispatch practically places 
the United States on the side of China in. 
her dispute with Japan and Russia, and 
has probably destroyed with a single 
stroke of the pen all the good results that 
have been gained by half a century bf 
diplomacy and friendly relations with 
Japan.

THE MESHES OF THE LAW 


FORTY-THREE PERSONS CHARGED 
WiTH CONSPIRACY. 


The Strike Leaders Find That the Law Must 
Take Its Gourse—All Not Yet Served 
SVith Warrants to Appear Before the 
Tribunal of the United States. 


The drag net of the federal law was cast 
nw the waters when the ropes was drawn 
taut, and when it was pulled ashore it 
as found to contain no less than twenty- 
pe indictments charging offences against 
the interstate commerce act and the laws 
relating to the transportation of United 
~tates mails against forty-three indi- 
viduals. As Attorney, Milchrist put it 
afterwards, ‘‘a wholesale rounding up of 
-verybody and anybody concerned in the 
railroad strike within the jurisdiction of 
the cireuit court of the northern district 
of Illinois.” : 
lust before Judge Seaman, of Milwaukee, 
who had been summoned to hold court for 
a couple of days, adjourned court for the 
lunch recess an intimation was conveyed 
to him that the special grand jury would 
he prepared to render a final decision at 
‘clock amd this proceeding was there- 
ruade a special order for that hour. 
When the court re-convened, however, 
the grand jury sent word that a further 
delay until 4 o'clock was necessary and 
the court acquiesed. Judge Seaman was 
on the bench promptly upon the appointed 
hour. In responseto a query from the 
judge, Forernan Sanborn announced that 
his colleagues and himself had concluded 
their labors, and suiting the action to the 
word. handed up a bunch of a manuscript 
about two feet in height. Just as soon as 
the indictrnents had been laid upon the 
desk of the court they were seized by an 
attachee of the district attorney's office 
and locked up ina vault in the quarters 
of Circuit Clerk Burnham's. The court, 
in the meantime, had fixed the bail on 
each of the indictments in the sum of 
$10,000 against each and every individual 
ak te No warrants of arrest were 
issued that evening, and District Attorney 
Milchrist and his associates manifested an 
unusual reticence regarding the identity 
of the parties indicted. This was attempt- 
ed to be explained on the ground that it

“Su h salesmen, we mean, as 
those who are at the head of their class 
in the grecery business, and to whom is 
often left, more than to the retailer’s own 
jndgement, the difficult and important 
task of selecting the proper kinds of tea, 
coffee, ete., to suit certain customers, 
Many retailers depend upon the sales- 
man’s judgment in regard to the purchase 
of novelties as well as the staples, and if 
he urges a purchase of the novelty, that 
settles it, because they know that he 
cannot afford to deceive them, While they 
also are aware that his skill and judy- 
ment asa professional buyer are superior 
to those of most men in their own branch 
the grocery business. The cautions 
warning, caveat emptor (let the buyer 
ware), to them has no meaning, be- 
cause having bought from only one man 
luring a long period, they have found 

v experience that there has been no at- 
tempt to deceive, and that they can, in 

', rely better upon the salesman’s 

idgyment and honor than upon their 

wn skilland practical knowledge. There 
are too many salesmen who could not de 
rasted in sucha manner, and who, if 
at upon their henor, would not hesitate 
to betray the confidence of their custom- 
er, thinking it smart, perhaps, to do so, 
Sut for every one of these salesmen there 
are no doubt several of the first-mention- 
© class, and every retailer must have met 
“uch men and appreciated the advantages 
they enjoy over their foolish competitors, 
by reason of the confidence that the mer- 
‘Hant learns to place in them. It is 
equally an advantage, in dealing with 
consumers, to enjoy their confidence, and

The Last Cannibals, 


In the northern part of Canada (says a 
Danish Journal) there are still several In- 
dian tribes who eat human flesh. In 
Guiana and on the Orinoco we still find 
Carribeans, who have the honor of having 
furnished the name for that terribie cus- 
tom of eating human flesh. Cannibal 
comes from Caribes or Caribales. corrup- 
tions of Galibis or Canibis, the name of 
the inhabitants of the Antilles when 
Columbus arrived there. On the upper 
Amazon, between this river and the bor- 
ders of Bolivia, live the Tupis Guaraniens. 
who manifest a liking for human flesh. 
Cannibals are common in Australia: the 
Papuans, Kanakiens, and Battakiens 
being the most distinguished. Canni- 
balism is, however. considered the main 
trait of the New Hebrides. There are 
more human flesheaters in Africa than 
anywhere else. 

Cannabalism is not a sign of a low state 
of civilization, for many cannibal races 
stand higher in culture than those who 
abhor the custom. Many cannibals live 
in regions full of ordinary food, but they 
prefer human food asa delicacy, the men 
forbidding their wives and slaves to eat 
it. In Northern Australia it seems that 
the dead are eaten. Herodotus tells us 
that it was the custom in India for the 
young to kill the old and cat them, ¢o in- 
sure there future salvation; and we are 
told that the old folks desired to be killed 
before they grew too old and less appe- 
tizing. 


Recently a colored man°was brought 
to the office of the local medical health 
officer whose face and hands were badly 
broken out with a rash.

sockets. Six months imprisonment or 
$50 tine or both, is the greatest penalty 
for this diabolical act. 


A letter from Lord Aberdeen to the 
civic authorities of Halifax states that 
Lady Aberdeen has arranged to leave 
England on July 2Ist and will arrive at 
Halifax early in the week commencing 
July 20th.

This being an act of smugyling, the oil 
was confiscated and the owners of the 
steamer fined 3400 which was promptly 
paid. 

The Kingston gates in the Tay canal 
lock, with which the steanuer Rideau 
Belle collided lately and afterwards sunk 
herself, cannot be repaired until the 
steamer is raised. ‘Navigation will be in- 
terrupted two or three weeks. Passen- 
gers had no time to rescue their baggage, 
which went down with the boat, and 
several commercial men lost numerous 
trunks containing valuable samples, 
which are entirely ruined.
